NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In ‘‘McClure’s,”” Mr. 0. 
Chanute, M. Am. Soc. C. E., gives an interesting account 
of his inventions and adventures in the field of flight, or 
more properly gliding. The author shows much of the 
conservatism of the well-trained engineer in his predic 
tions for the future of flying-machines. He makes one 
extremely practical suggestion for those engaged in glid 
ing, or in attempts to fly, namely: ‘‘The best way to 
carry on such adventures is first to select a soft place 
on which to alight.’" Another article in the same maga- 
zine which may be mentioned is Mr. Wm. J. Lampton’s 
account of “The Cape Nome Gold Fields."’ written after 
a visit to Alaska. 

In striking contrast to Mr. Chanute’s article on flying 
or gliding machines is the one in the ‘‘Century,”’ by Mr 
Nikola Tesla, on ‘The Problem of Increasing Human 
Energy, with Special Reference to the Harnessing of the 
Sun's Energy.’’ Mr. Tesla bere reviews his personal elec- 
trical experiments and a variety of other matters. He 
aims to increase the apparent importance of and heighten 
the interest in his own work by connecting it with the 
material, mental, moral and religious progress of the 
world. The whole article, which is some thirty-five pages 
in length, bristles with the hypothetical and the unat 
tained, if not the unattainable. The hypothetical ele 
ment may be illustrated by his opening attempt to express 
the sum total of human energy by the well-known for- 


mula, E = ~ MV®, in which none of the terms are, sor 
in the nature of things are likely to be, known. To illus- 
trate the unattained we may cite a portion of one sentence 
regarding the transmission of energy through space, with 
out wires, as follows: ‘‘The experiments have shown con- 
clusively that, with two terminals maintained at an ele 
vation of not more than 30,000 to 35,000 [t. above sea- 
level,’’ etc., etc. We are well aware that imagination is 
one of the greatest forces contributing to the world’s 
progress, and make these citations not to belittle either 
Mr. Tesla's article or his experimental work, but merely 
to show the tentative character of both, so far as indus- 
trial progress is concerned. Over and over, in the course 
of this article, Mr. Tesla states that the particular pProb- 
lem which he has attacked would require years for its solu 
tion and it is true that most if not all of the many dis- 
coveries here announced have not gone beyond the labora 
tory stage, while some of them have hardly progressed 
that far. If Mr. Tesla were more willing to content him 
self, like Mr. Chanute, with working out the various prob- 
lems connected with gliding perhaps he, or the race, might 
the sooner attain to flight. We can mention only one other 
point in this highly interesting article. In the midst of 
an argument for increasing human energy by greater 
moderation in the use of stimulants, and by saving cattle 
through becoming vegetarians, the author calls attention 
to the importance of pure water. He states that ‘‘mere 
filtering does not afford security against infection,’’ and 
that while ‘‘the importance of eliminating disease germs 
from the city water is generally recognized, but little is 
being done to improve the existing conditions, as no sat- 
isfactory method of sterilizing great quantities of water 
has yet been brought forward.”’ He then refers to the 
electrical production of ozone cheaply and in large 
amounts as an accomplished fact and as a seemingly 
“happy solution’ of the problem of securing pure water. 
It is hardly necessary to point out to our readers that fil- 
tration is as nearly a perfect means of removing disease 
germs from water as we can hope to attain, having an 
actual average efficiency of from 97% up to 99.5%, against 
the 0.33% of the energy of coal utilized by electric light- 
ing plants cited by Mr. Tesla elsewhere in his article. 
While it is true that American cities have been slow in 
providing pure water, they are making fair progress of 
late, while in the most enlightened countries of Europe a 
vast amount has been done to the same end. As to the 
treatment of water by ozone, it is still questionable 
whether it will prove to be feasible on a large scale. 


Scribner’s has an article by Geo. F. Becker entitled ‘‘Are 
the Philippines Worth Having?’’ Mr. Becker was in the 
Philippines for more than a year as a U. S. Geologist and 
writes with more apparent authority and temperateness 
than many others who think, as does he, that the Philip- 
pines are most decidedly worth having. The present 
author first marshalls a number of statements designed 
to prove from the records that the climate of the Philip- 
pines is on the whole fully as favorable as that of a large 
section of the southern half of the United States, after 
which he passes in review the natural resources of the 
Archipelago. Another question prominent of late in this 
country is discussed by Sir Charles Dilke in ‘The 
Forum,’’ under the title, ‘'U. K., U. 8. and the Ship 
Canal.’’ While believing that the best interests of the 
United States would be furthered by full neutrality, he 
declares that it is more important still that this country, 
after its ‘“‘open-door”’ achievements in China, should not 
levy differential tolls against other nations. ‘The Inter- 
national Monthly”’ contains a suggestive article on ‘‘Politi- 
cal Parties and City Government,”’ by Prof. Frank J. Good- 
now, and a review of the subjcet of “High Explosives,” 
by Capt. E. L. Zalinski, U. S. A. (Retired). ’ 

In the English reviews the following articles may be 
named: ‘‘The Question of Submarine Boats, by Edmund 
Robertson, Q. C., M. P., and ‘“‘The Dearth of Naval Engi- 
neers,” by Chas.

The work will be 
commenced at once at Takow, on the Takow-Tainan 
branch, a line of 28 miles in length. The northern line 
runs from the Tamsui River in a southerly direction 40 
miles to Hsinchiku, which was built by the Chinese and 
completed in 1893. Formerly a bridge across the Tamsui 
River permitted the trains to run into Twatutia (a foreign 
settlement), but this as well as several bridges a few miles 
from Hsinchiku was destroyed during last year’s typhoons, 
a large iron bridge being carried 260 ft. by the force of the 
wind and currents. At present, therefore, the lines do not 
touch either of the original terminals; this line must, 
therefore, be almost entirely rebuilt. A new bridge nearly 
2,000 ft. in length, to cost $400,000, will be constructed 
across the Tamsui at Twatutia, and the road will follow 
in a general way the original road, although while passing 
through the hills it will be on the opposite side of the 
valley, and by the aid of two tunnels and many cuts it will 
be much straighter than the old line. The bridge will 
be commenced this year, and in all probability finished in 
two years. From Hsinchiku to Tainan is 146 miles, and it 
is the intention to build a railway between these two 
points as soon as the work mentioned above is completed. 
The line will require numerous and extensive branches 
and 13 tunnels. When completed it will give a railway 
service from Kelung to Takow, a distance of 205 miles. 
Mr. Hasegawa is the Chief Engineer. The Chief of the 
Communication Department states that probably the 
locomotives, rails and bridge material will be obtained 
from the Konoike, the Naniwa and the Sekizen banks 
3 ft. 6 ins., the rails 30 Ibs. per yard and the 10 locomo- 
tives used are of English and German make.
